To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives. 

The details of the financial operations of the Common- 
wealth for the year ending Dec. 31, 1891, will be found at 
the close of this report. Their importance and magnitude 
will be appreciated, when it is stated that the actual trans- 
actions involve the receipt and disbursement of over 
$55,000,000, and, in addition, the custody of nearly $30,- 
000,000 of interest-bearing securities and the collection of 
the income therefrom. 

Temporary Loans. 

As was the case last year, the rate for money has ruled so 
high in the market that I have thought it better to borrow 
"in anticipation of revenue" from the State House Con- 
struction and Metropolitan Sewerage loans, than to borrow 
outside. For the coming year it will probably be necessary 
again to go outside for a part, at least, of the money which 
will be required before the revenue comes in. 

The State House Construction Loan. 

This loan was made in 1889, the bonds bearing 3 per 
cent, interest, and running twenty years. The whole loan 
amounted to $2,500,000, and it costs the State but 2.67 per 
cent, per annum. Up to Dec. 31, 1891, $828,625.70 had 
been expended by the commissioners. The balance is either 
deposited as cash in banks, or is loaned on proper short- 
time securities, so as to be readily available as wanted. 
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Metropolitan Sewerage Loan. 

The whole amount of the Metropolitan Sewerage Loan 
authorized by chapter 439 of the Acts of 1889 was 
$5,000,000. The bonds bear interest at the rate of 3 per 
cent., and become due April 1, 1930. Of this loan there 
has been disposed of, from time to time, an aggregate of. 
$3,368,000, as follows : —

This leaves $1,632,000 still to be disposed of. As the 
money has not yet been needed, and as the market was 
unfavorable, I have not offered any of these bonds for 
several months. As bonds are again appreciating in value 
under easier money, I expect the rest of the bonds may be 
saleable at a good price before the money is required. Of 
the $3,368,000 issued, there had been expended under the 
direction of the commissioners, up to December 31, the 
amount of $1,501,263.97. The balance is either on deposit 
or invested in short-time securities. 



The Armory Loan. 

The loan made under authority of chapter 384 of the 
Acts of 1888, to enable certain cities and towns to build 
armories, has been added to within the year by the sum of 
$15,000, which was authorized by the Governor and Council 
for the Mtcbburg Armory. On the 1st of April, 1891, 
$5,000 more was authprized for the same city, and Dec. 30, 
1891, a further sum of $80,000 for the city of Lawrence. 
The bonds for the two last mentioned amounts have not yet 
been offered, owing to the state ot the market, but they 
will soon have to be disposed of. The bonds of this loan 
bear 3 per cent, interest, and run for thirty years. The 
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total amount of the loan authorized is $970,000, the interest 
and sinking fund requirements being met each year by a tax 
on the cities for which the money was borrowed. 

The Public Debt. 

The net indebtedness of the Commonwealth on the 31st 
of December, 1890, including the Armory and Metropolitan 
Sewerage loans, was $31,381,158.30. As I have stated in 
former reports, however, these two loans are only nominally 
a part of the State debt, as the sinking fund requirements 
and interest are payable by the cities and towns interested. 
There has been paid, during the year, $3,834,742.75 of the 
Troy & Greenfield loans, reducing the indebtedness of the 
Commonwealth by that amount. The additional sewerage 
bonds sold, however, have nominally added the amount of 
their face to the public debt. The net funded indebtedness 
on the 3lst of December, 1891, was $27,929,415.55. 

In providing for meeting the large payment due July 1 on 
the Troy & Greenfield loan, a transfer of some securities 
from this fund to others having available cash was necessary, 
and also the sale of a considerable amount of securities from 
those which could be disposed of to the best advantage. 
Special authority for this was obtained from the Governor 
and Council. 

As a very large amount of the funded debt matures in 
1894 ($9,602,148.90), the work of preparation for meeting 
these payments should at once begin. Transfers and sales 
of securities which run beyond the date of payment of this 
loan will be required to be made, as in case of the large pay- 
ment made this year. The sinking funds charged with the 
payments contain an ample amount of securities to meet 
them, but some of them do not mature in season, and must 
in some way be turned into cash. This should be done 
gradually, and as advantageous sales or exchanges may be 
found possible. 

The School Fund. 

The school fund has been increased during the past year 
by the addition of the direct tax refund from the general 
government, $696,107.88; amount collected from general 
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government on account of old war claims, $12,043.75 ; pre- 
mium on Boston & Albany Railroad bonds sold, $78,213.60 ; 
discount on Fitchburg Railroad bonds purchased into the 
school fund from the Troy & Greenfield sinking fund, 
$150,000. The aggregate of these sums, added to the school 
fund as it stood Jan. 1, 1891 ($2,729,396.65), makes the 
face value of the fund to-day amount to $3,665,761.88. The 
fund has received a benefit also in the law authorizing the 
paying of premiums on securities purchased for it from reve- 
nue. This has made possible the investment of the larger 
part of the money added to the school fund in securities 
which will net the fund from 4 to 5 per cent, income, with- 
out impairing the fund. Hereafter the amount which will 
be required from levenue to pay such premiums will be com- 
paratively small. The fund has been raised to about the 
sum proposed when the money designated for it was diverted 
under the exigency of war expenses, and with the new sys- 
tem of distribution adopted by the last legislature, it will 
afford a much needed help to the smaller towns in support- 
ing the schools required by law. It would be well if means 
could readily be found to make it a round $4,000,000. 

The Sinking Funds. 

The several sinking funds are mainly in excellent condi- 
tion. In accordance with my recommendation of last year 
an act was passed authorizing the treasurer to add to any 
of the sinking funds which will be insufficient to meet the 
indebtedness for which they are established any excess of 
accumulations of other sinking funds beyond their require- 
ments. No transfer has as yet been made, but the act is 
available at any time. 

An act was also passed, at my suggestion, authorizing the 
establishment of a sinking fund to meet the loan maturing 
in 1901, which was negotiated to furnish money to purchase 
land for the State House extension. The fund has been 
established with the premium received on the bonds as a 
nucleus, and provision is made to add to this the necessary 
amount each year by taxation. 

The commissioners appointed under the Metropolitan 
Sewerage Act to apportion the cost of construction and 
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maintenance of the sewerage systems among the cities and 
towns composing the two districts have made their report to 
the Supreme Court, but no action had been taken by the 
court before the close of the year as to accepting the same. 
The sinking fund for this loan could not, therefore, be estab- 
lished, since there were no data on which to assess the tax 
required to furnish the necessary contributions to said fund. 
The calculation of the sinking-fund requirements was early 
made and furnished to the commissioners. The law requires 
that the sinking fund should be so arranged that the " assess- 
raent shall be at the rate of one-eightieth part of the whole 
amount in each of the first ten years, one-sixtieth in each of 
the second ten years, one-thirtieth part in each of the third 
ten years, and the remainder equally divided in each of the 
next ten years." Under the law any premiums realized on 
the sale of the bonds were to be applied to the payment of 
interest on the loan. This left nothing with which to form 
a nucleus of the sinking fund, and of course no tax could be 
assessed on the several cities and towns until it was known 
what proportion of the whole amount for each year each is 
to pay. All that it was possible to do, therefore, was to 
calculate the annual total sinking fund requirement for each 
year of the several decades, which was found to be as 
follows : — 

Each year of first decade, $22,291 32 

of second decade, 40,030 90 

of third decade, 107,831 65 

of fourth decade, 163,387 79 
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The above calculation is based on the requirement for 
sinking a loan of five million dollars in forty years, in ac- 
cordance with the conditions of the act, as above stated. 
The earnings of the contributions to the fund, and their ac- 
cumulations, are reckoned at 3 per cent, per annum. The 
figures for the first decade may possibly have to be modified, 
as the time for two annual assessments (for 1890 and 1891) 
has already passed, and the total contribution for the years 
in the first decade must be met in eight payments instead of 
ten. This, however, will result in no inequity, and the 
annual contributions for the first period are so small that the 
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change will not be materially felt. The interest on the bonds 
so far has been more than met by the premiums and the earn- 
ings of the unexpended balance of the loan. The account 
stands as follows : — 

Premiums on bonds sold, $92,555 00 

Income on unexpended balance of loan, .... 100,085 31 

Total, 1192,640 31 

Interest paid on the bonds issued to Sept. 1, 1891, . . 124,965 00 
Available balance, 167,675 81 

To this available balance will be added the earnings of 
such portion of the loan as remains unexpended up to the 
time of making the assessment. The amount of this cannot 
be estimated, as the rapidity with which the money will be 
expended during the coming year is not known. The inter- 
est charge for the year (up to Sept. 1, 1892) will be 
$101,040. I think the earnings up to the same date will 
just about balance the interest charge, so that no assessment 
will have to be made for interest until 1893. 

Trust Deposits. 

I referred in my report for 1890 to the growing impor- 
tance and increasing care and responsibility attaching to the 
deposits held in trust by the treasurer and receiver-general, 
for various insurance companies, beneficiary corporations, 
"endowment orders" and foreign investment companies 
doing business in this State. In spite of a sudden falling off 
of the short-term "endowment orders" so-called, the affffre-

gate of these deposits, including income, was on Dec. 31, 
1891, $4,954,143.05 as against $3,094,464.88, Dec. 31, 1890, 
an increase of $1,859,678.17. There are in all 85 organiza- 
tions of all sorts for which the treasurer holds deposits in trust 
in amounts varying from $100 to $351,450. Most of these 
deposits are invested within certain limits as defined by law, 
the balance consisting of cash required to be deposited under 
the law, or of accrued income. These securities, when regis- 
tered, are necessarily registered in the name of the treasurer 
and receiver-general as trustee, and every transfer requires 
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his action, while all income on the deposits held in trust has 
to be collected by him, and paid over to the organization. 
As very many of the investments of the beneficiary corpora- 
tions are in real estate mortgages, mostly for small amounts, 
and some of them payable in instalments, the amount of 
labor devolved upon this department by this sudden increase 
of these deposits is very great, while the additional responsi- 
bility is also burdensome. The receipts and disbursements 
of these funds for the year ending December 31 amounted 
to about five million dollars. 

At my request last year an act was passed authorizing the 
treasurer " to expend each year not exceeding twenty-five 
hundred dollars for such extra clerical assistance as he may 
deem necessary in the care and custody" of these trust 
deposits, and to assess the sum so expended proportionately 
on the organizations making deposits. It was found imprac- 
ticable to separate the accounts of these deposits from other 
accounts in the department, without remodelling the system 
now in use, and so the additional work was distributed among 
all the clerks, to whom a portion of the sum allowed to be 
expended was paid for extra services. If these deposits 
should increase as fast another year, some new method of 
doing the work would have to be devised. The organiza- 
tions making the deposits have all cheerfully paid the small 
amount required for the care and safe-keeping of this almost 
five million dollars of trust money. 

I venture to add, but not by way of a recommendation for 
action, that the treasurer himself, upon whom falls very 
much of the extra labor, and all the extra responsibility, of 
this largo aggregate of trust funds (responsibility not only 
for its safe keeping, but its proper investment,) is the only 
one concerned who gets nothing for either. 

Taxation of Municipal Securities. 

This subject is under discussion, and is likely enough to 
come before the legislature, whether it would not be wise 
to exempt State and municipal securities of the Common- 
wealth from taxation. The taxes received from these securi- 
ties are probably collected only on a very small fraction of 
the whole amount, so that the exemption would not materi- 
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ally affect the revenues of the cities and towns. But it 
would enable the State, as well as the municipalities, to bor- 
row money at a lower rate of interest, and by the apprecia- 
tion of such securities would add a considerable amount to 
the value of the sinking funds of the State and of the cities 
and towns, while it would afford a favorite method of invest- 
ment of Massachusetts money. 

Collateral Legacy and Succession Tax. 

The act passed by the last legislature imposing a State tax 
upon collateral legacies and successions has not yet become 
operative so far as to bring any money into the treasury. 
Nor does it appear from the limited number of inventories 
tiled under sections 9 and 10 of said act that any extensive 
crop of taxes is likely to be gathered under the law, unless 
some more definite regulations for insuring returns of tax- 
able estates are made. It is provided ip section 9 that " in 
case the executor, administrator or trustee neglects or 
refuses to file such inventory as above required, he shall be 
liable to a penalty of not more than one thousand dollars, 
and the treasurer of the Commonwealth shall commence in 
his own name appropriate proceedings against such execu- 
tor," etc. By section 11 it is the duty of the executor, 
administrator or trustee of the decedent to inform the treas- 
urer whenever any of the real estate becomes subject to the 
tax. By section 18 it is made the duty of the treasurer to 
bring suit for any such taxes remaining unpaid six months 
after they have become due. 

It is not easy to understand how the treasurer is to know 
who has died leaving an estate in whole or in part taxable 
under this law, unless information comes from the probate 
courts, where all estates of decedents have to go for power 
of administration. It seems to me the law needs some sup- 
plementary legislation to make it effective. 

Weights and Measures. 

Attention is called to the annual report of the Deputy 
Sealer of Weights and Measures. The law passed in 1890, 
changing the system under which this officer acts, has proved 
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efficient in causing an enforcement of the law relative to the 
testing and sealing of the city and town standards, and also 
in securing a much needed reform in the administration of 
the law relative to the general sealing of individual weights 
and measures. A systematic canvass of the State has been 
begun, with a view to have every city and town fully 
equipped with proper standards, and the work will be pushed 
forward during the year. After this has been accomplished, 
it will be comparatively easy to keep the entire State in 
good order and condition as to this important part of mu- 
nicipal administration.
